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A short, hut iinpreHnive, Horvico 
wan held in the chapel hiHt Wed- 
nesday evening, at half-panl Heven, 
to allow the pupils to look for the 
final time upon the face of KImer 
Flanders, wlio died of pneumonia on 
rnesday. Acuonipanied by Cadet 
Fiehl Music St«iKeant Millard Greene 
and Cadet Landou, the two closest 
friends of the deceased, the Imdy, 
uniler charge of Rev. Dr. J, Foster 
Wilcox, who came all the way from 
Walertown, N. Y., to assist in 
the arrauKementH, was seni, upon 
the ooncluHioii of the services, 
to lelativea and friends in that city, 
where it will he interred. Services 
for the deceased were held on Fri 
day afternoon in the church to which 
KImer beloiiKed in Watertown. 

Upon enleriuK, the colHn, a ^rey 
one, for Elmer was eighteen, was 
seen restiuK ou supports before the 
platform, the six pall hearers, 
Elmer's former fellow-members of 
the Band, Cadets Millard Gieeue, 
Edward Trinks, James Landoii, 
Herman Camman, Charles Lambert 
and John StafToid, standing; three 
at the head and the Name number 
at the foot of the casket. 

Upon the appearance of Rev. Dr. 
Wilcox, accompanied by I'riucipal 
Currier, those present, both teachers 
and pupils, rose and remained stand- 
ing, until after the Lord's Prayer 
had been spoken. 

Princi[)al Currier then spoke of 
the cardinal virtues always display- 
ed by the deceased as he hud 
known him, speaking especially of 
bis cheerfulness, patience and 
willingness to obey proper authoiity, 
which set bini upon a pedestal to 
be emulated. 'I'he Principal then 
introduced Rev. J. Foster Wilcox, 
speaking of him as the man who, 
having charge of the deceased's 
spiritual affairs, had known him 
well. Rev. Wilcox delivered a 
grand eulogy ou the dead boy before 
him, speaking of his ever-present 
desiie for spiritual advunoemenl as 
evinced in the visilstoMr. WIIcox'h 
study in Walertown. Elmer was 
not dead, he said, his Great Father 
had only called him home from a 
troublous and disturbed existence 
to the place where there is no pain, 
no sin and no death. Rev. Wil- 
cox's remarks were very impressive, 
scattering sadness and comfort at 
the same time. Principal Currier 
interpreted througliout the services 
for the pupils. 

Dr. Fox was then aske<| to come 
forward. He spoke of the exem- 
plary conduct displayed by the do- 
ceased in his school de[>ortment, 
giving as a proof the high marks he 
always averaged in his studien. 

Mr. E. A. Hodgson followed with 
a glowing tribute concerning the 
manner of Elmer's deportment and 
progress under his instruotion iu 
tlie Printing Oflioe. 

Mr H<M)gHon said that Elmer 
Flanders gave promise of a manhood 
actively useful to himself and 
others. It seemed strange that the 
hand of Providence should remove 
him while others of little worth and 
less promise were permitted to live. 
During hi« short life at Fauwood 
he had a beneficial and stimulating 
influence upon his schoolmates. In 
the classroom, the school of print- 
ing, llio gymnasium, and on the 
baseball ground, he had always 
been excellent an<l thus inNpired 
others with ambition to excel. His 
amial>le, companionable dis- 
position, made him a favorite, and 
all his schoolmates must feel they 
have sustained a great loss, which 
however, is his eternal gain. 

At this point the choir, coiuposetl 
of Misses Pearce, Herschleifer, 
Klaus, Lef], Adcock, Sprague, and 
Christgau, rendered "Lead, Kindly 
Light," in beHUtiful and touoliing 
signs. 

Rev. Wilcox then offeretl up a 
prayer of hearfelt supplication for 
future mercies, and of thanks for 
those already for so long received. 

The casket lid was then removed, 
and the pupils filed slowly by to 
gaze for the last time upon llieir 
playmate, sclioolmnto and com- 
panion at l)elove<l Fanwood. 

After all had taken a last look, 
teachers and pupils alike, the lid 
wan again put on, shutting off the 
face forever. Dr. Wilcox then pro- 
nounci^d the Benediction, and the 
audience still standing, the coflln 
WM slowly borne up the aisle and 



put into a waiting hearse, which 
later took it to tlie train on whicli 
it would go to Watertown. 

Rev. Dr. Wilcox and Cadets 
Greene and Landon accompanied 
the l)ody. The cadets will return 
after the interment. 



The death of Elmer Flanders caus- 
ed heartfelt sorrow throughout the 
school. Both the boys and girls 
alike contributed for floral offerings, 
which were many. There were two 
large wreaths laitl on the coffin, one 
from the members of the Protean 
Society, and one from the girls. A 
large harp of flowers was also i;iven 
l)y the Band and Fiehl Music Corps 
wliile on top of the casket was a pile 
of choice roses and other tokens 
from the Cadets and memlters of his 
class. His desk in the class-room 
to which he itelouKed (Miss Berry's) 
has a bow of white crepe on the 
chair in his memory. 

KImer Flanders was always a 
breezy youth, and in the numerous 
play-ground sports that characterize 
scliool-hoy life, he always kept on 
the outskirts of any quarrel though 
first to fight in a good cause.

The Fanwood Literary Associa- 
tion last Saturday evening was en- 
tertained by Prof. Tliomason with 
Ills lecture on " Immigiation." Prof. 
Tliomason opened his remarks by 
defining the words "Immigration" 
and immigrant." The causes that 
lead to the coming to America, are 
first, Attraction ; second. Expulsion; 
third. Solicitation. 

The first, attraction, was 
ItrouL'ht about by the tyranny of 
the lords and their subalterus in the 
old countries. Naturally the over- 
worked people, hearing or readinK 
of the splt'Udid places acioss the 
waters, wliere all men are equal 
and everyone has a chance to suc- 
ceed, <^onjure up visions of wealth 
and comfort to be realized if thxy 
can go there. Because of the desiie 
to see the visions fulfilled they will 
dare the risk of being imprisoned 
and the discomforts of Ihe steerage 
of trans-Atlantic liners. 

Tlie second, cxpulsoiy immigra- 
tion, caused by the desire of the 
governments of tiie various coun- 
tries of Europe to heap the vicious 
and criminal part of their popula- 
tion upon the United Stales, was 
then spoken of. Many of the iin- 
migrants, otherwise all right, are 
the possessors of a record of the 
blackest sort in tlie countries 
whence they came. Next in Pi-of. 
Thomason's remarks was Soli<'ita- 
tion. In the "old oonntiies" 
there are numerous men, who for 
their own personal profit, scatter 
pamphlets and in other ways in- 
flame tlie peasantry to a desire to 
go to the land wliere a man (as the 
solicitators put it) can get riches 
and wealth with tlie smallest 
amount of hibor. These solicita- 
tors arrange details, get tlie peasant 
his ticket, see him off, and (in- 
cidentally) pockets a goodly amount 
on the tninsaclion. 

The immigrants first came from 
the western countries of Enio[)e, 
such as Enu'land, So(Uland and Ire- 
land and Germany, hut now they 
usually come from Ihe interior 
parts. The Poles, their country 
having been overrun by 
nearly all have come 
Uiiiled Slates. 

The I'lofessor then spoke of the 
arrival of tlie immigrants at Quaran- 
tine, ticcir dctenlion and inspec- 
tion at Kills Island and the methods 
used. He explained how they were 
put into different pens, and one at 
a time searclietl for moral, physiciil 
oilier detects. He spol<e of tlie 
strict enforcement of the Immigra- 
tion Laws, wliich ofl*n occasion 
sadness and tears, families being 
torn apail, one-half to be deported 
while the other half can reimtift. 
A description of the methods ein- 
ploye<l in si>parating the kernels 
from the husks was Ihe tciveii. 
Though none hut good immigrants 
are passed through " the gate of the 
nation," Ellis Island, many men 
make it a business to smuggle in 
iiiKlesiratih'N. 

The immigrants' strange desire 
to stick to the already ctowdml 



Russia, 
to the 



cities, instead of going out to the 
country where they would be better 
off. Wis dilated upon. The princi- 
pal cause is that the imniigiatM, 
iieiug a stranger in a slraiiire land, 
does not like to go out of the city, 
where he can alwaj's find some one of 
his own nationality, to the country, 
where he would be entirely depen- 
dent upon the good-will of strangers. 

The total al)8ence of a lazy Jew 
or an Italian Iranip from our coun 
try, was then talked about. TIfe 
Professor expla'ned the diffeuMice 
between a Rn.ssian Jew and a Ger- 
man Jew, [tlie former coining be- 
cause of oppression, and the latter 
to make money.] The Jews, as a 
class, like the liesi of all raci^s, are 
very prosperous, love their lioiiies 
and families, strive hard and ire 
hound to develop into a part of the 
borre and sinnw of this nation. 

Ttie state of affnirs in Ihe foreign 
districts of New York, where eigli- 
teen diffeient languages are spoken 
on the same block, and pupils of 
twenty six different nalioalities aie 
to be found in Public School 39, 
was then discussed. The division 
of the population of New York, 
which has more Germans than Ber- 
lin, more Irish thxn Dublin, and 
more Italians than Naples — a state- 
ment which aroused much surprise 
— was notliiiig lo when we were iii- 
fornie<l that in thirty-three ciiies 
of the United Stales there are more 
foreigners than natives. 

Prof. Thoma.son then spoke of 
thesmall chances for success atteni 
ing the immigrant upon his arrival 
in New Yoik. What cliance has 
anyone when to every cliurch they 
see there are nearly forty-five 
saloons? Mr Thomason concluded 
his lecture with some of the most 
interesting statistics ever delivered 
from the platform, ani which the 
writer simply is living to set liown, 
hut visions of editorial hliidgeoning 
for purloining space caused him to 
desist. 

At the suggestion of the first 
vice-president, who presided, a 
vote of thanks was given Mr. 
Thomason for his cheerfulness in 
burning the " midnight oil" to 
make his lecture interesting, and 
after that another vole was niven — 
this time for Morpheus' aliode. 

The St. Christopher A. C. Five, 
a coloretl team, last Saturday came 
to play the Lincoln D. M. Quintet 
and kept blacker lu eomplexion than 
when they arrived, they liavini; 
tieen defeated tiy the score of 35 to 
13. The fine team work and ex- 
cellent shootiiuf of the Lincolnltes 
was responsilile for the vicvoiy. 

Two <»f the cooks and several of 
the other colored help connected 
with the Institution went to the 
gymnasium to see their compatriots 
win, hut werA very much saddened 
at the result.

The 102nd anniversary of the 
birth of Ahraliam Lincoln was fit- 
tingly coinmemtirated at Fauwood 
on Monday morning. Dr. Fox 
conducted the exercises in lieu of 
Principal Currier, who was absent 
on business. 

The Band playing the " Star 
Spangled Banner" the colors were 
brought in, all standing, and depos- 
ited on Ihe platform. After the 
Lord's Prayer had been spoken. Dr. 
Fox gave a short account of how 
Lincoln's Getty.shurg aildreas was 
written, and of Lincoln's opinion of 
his speech as a failure — because 
the crowd was too spell-liound with 
admiration to applaud. 

He then called Cadet Captains 
Bleeliner and Qiiinn, in turn, to 
as<'end Ihe plaltonn and spt^k on 
Lincoln's life in story. 

Mr. Bt>si followed with a reading 
of the Bixby letter, the recognized 
staudaid for correct English in letter 
writing. He gave H shoil account 
of Lincoln's difficulties in leraniiig 
Rlnglisli. Uiion his concluding, tlie 
Band rendered " My Old Kentucky 
Home." 

Cadet Captain Brauer was uexl 
up with an anecdote anent Lincoln, 
giving plaice lo Cadet Adjutant 
Kadel, whs acquitted himself well; 
latter being succeeded by Cadet 



Lieut. Dirkes. Pi-of, Bjorlee follow- 
ed, contrasting the present day 
ease In which we can acquire an 
e<lucalion with Lincoln's early 
struggles, and urged us to profit hy 
it. When he finished the Band was 
again cslled into requisition with 
" When Ihe War's Over." 

Then came Cadets Cliief Musiciiin 
Trinks, Seigaiits Deniian and Kab- 
aiioviU'h in turn. Each gave either 
liuniorous or interesting episodes in 
tlie life of Lincoln. They were 
followed by Prof. La Crosso, who 
gave an account of how Lincoln 
neglected -pressing affairs of Staf.;> 
lo attend the tlyinjf wishes of a poor 
Union s«iidier. He was followed hy 
a rendition of "The Vacant Chair," 
by Ihe Jiand. Next on the program 
of Huiateur orators came Cadet 
Sergeants Wiemutli, Liebertz Gold- 
herjf and Koeper, the last giving an 
excellent rendition of Lincoln's 
Getlyshury Speech in signs. 

Mr. Thomason followed the way 
of those who had «one before with 
a lifelike picture of life in Lincoln's 
time. Tlie Band then rendered 
"Sherman's March" and "Auld 
Lang Syne," followed by Cadet 
Sertreants Lux and Burke, and thon 
by Prof. Bnrdick with an account of 
Lincoln's advocacy of temperance. 
Last of all Prof. Jones bobbed up 
and in his inimitatile signs told of 
liow be had seen the Presidential 
train, all festooned with gay colors, 
Eo past the school, amidst the wav- 
ing of handkerchiefs from the 
as.semhled teachers and pupils, and 
then of the pa.ssing of flie train 
carrying the dead body a few years 
later. All tlirougli the exercises it 
seemed as if Dr. Fox wished teach- 
ers and pupils to come forward al- 
ternately, the former's heavy rhe- 
torical artillery lire snppoiting (lie 
letter's musketry when it weakened. 
In that he succeeded. 
All standing, the colors were 
home out, and then the pupils 
marcheil from the chapel with the 
Band pisying, a strong remein- 
Irrance of the greatness of Lincoln 
having been firmly impressed. 

In the afternoon the gymnasium 
was resorted to, three games heintr 
played, tlie first between tlie Ariel 
five and a team r«»presenling the 
Ban<l, the second between the Fan 
wood five and a Lincoln Basket- 
ball team, and the third between 
a picked team and what was left 
of Ihe Lincoln. Those who have 
cherished the idea that the Ariei 
five is moriliund are requested to 
come back to earth and reverse 
their decision. On account of be- 
ing composed wholly of officers, 
who are usually on duty two at a 
time, the Aricis have had difliculty 
in keeping in training, hence no 
games. 

The first half of the Ariel- Band 
game was far from being roseate to 
tlie former, the score on it's coucln- 
siou Irolnir 15 to 10 in favor of the 
Band. Tlie work in the secoud 
half, however, caused the Goddess 
of Victory to award the purple to 
Ihe Ariels, they adding sixteen 
points to the original ten, while 
the Band had to content themselves 
with one extra point on a foul.

"I never see a deaf and dumb 
man," said the engineer of the 
dredge, retrospectively, " without 
thinking of Charley Ca.ssilear. In 
thirty year* I've had to do with all 
sorts of men and machinery, good, 
bad and indifferent. Atiout some 
things my memory's pretty hazy, hut 
I'll never foruet the scrape I got tnto 
when I was master mechanic of the 
Record King hematite-mine in the 
Marquette region, with Charley as 
assistant. 

" Charley was just turned twenty- 
one; he was literally a 'silent part- 
ner,' lieinir, as I have said, deaf and 
tluinb. 'T was a bad handicap, 
i>ul he had brains and grit for a 
<lozen. He knew more about boil- 
ers and steam-pumps than any two 
ordirrary mechanics. I guess he 
put into study and thought the 
houra men with ears and tongues 
waste in talk that doesn't amount 
lo anything. He was quick, loo j 
drop him into a hard place, and he 
alwa.NS fell on his feet. 

" Well, Charlie and I slid along 
comfortably for two years. We 
had our signal code, and under- 
stood each other perfectly. When 
a man's workini; about machinery, 
actual working, mind J'ou, not 
loafing, it's surjirising how little 
real need he has of his tongue. 

"One cool Saturday niirht late 
in Septemt>er the Number 6 
Knowlea pump in shaft 3 winze 
went on a strike. It was a hurry 
call for H doctor; so just before 
iniduiKht Ferirnson, the engineer, 
shot Charley and me lo the hot'tom 
of Ihe shaft iu Ihe ore-bucket. 

" A hundred yards along the 
main drill, a right an»led turn, 
forty more through a cross drift, 
and we hit the winze. 

" At its end lap the wtll, ten feet 
square ami twenty deep, half-full of 
black water, with a plank running 
over it to a niche where the pump 
was placed. I starleii across 
Charley close behind. 

" Now accidents happen five luiii 
dred feet uiideruround as well as at 
the surface. I could almost put my 
hand on thepump when alilile rock 
slipped out from under the plank 
end, and the plank tipped a bit. 
Of course I<lidn't want to be dnmp- 
eil into the pit, so I jumped for the 
ledge, forgetting for the second that 
Ihe top of Ihe niche was lower than 
tliat of the winze." I was reminded 
of it pretty quick. 

"Bang! It seemed as if a pile- 
driver had hit me. I tumbled back- 
ward in a rain of flieworks, and 
went down into the water. 

" I caught a sidewise glimpse of 
the pump jumping for the roof. In 
the polished back mirror leaping to 
meet me were two men, candles in 
caps, tool-bags around necks, arms 
oulsti'etclu'd. Then with a mighty 
splash the ulass shivered info a 
million pieoi-s, and I plunged 
through it into icy ink. 

"For a little I threshed about 
under the surface, almost stunne«l. 
Soon, however, the coUI water 
brought me to and I realized that 
the stars I saw were In my head, and 
not outside. I threw Ihe toollmg 
off my neck, l>ej»Hn to paddle, and 
came quickly up. My hands touched 
iron; it was the three inch suction- 
pipe of the pump. 

"My skull was splitting. What 
had hit me? At fli-st I thought I 
had been struck from behind. But 
I fell a jump on my temple instead 
of on the back of my head. Then 
I understood. "Beside me rose a 
man wheezing and splashing. Char- 
ley had falliMi in, too. I reached 
out, clutched A slioulder, and drag- 
ged him to the pipe. There we 
clung silently, neck deep, fingers

locked around the chill iron. 1 
never knew before that it could l>e 
so utterly dark. 

"Drip drip-drip 1 Save for that 
absolute stillness. Drip-drip-drip! 
It was no place for warm blooded 
noitals. We must bestir ourselves. 

"The pump was but ten feet 
above. We niiist climb the pipe. 
I groped for Charley's fingers and 
put ihem on my lips; he could read 
the words and as I shaped them, 
though he could not hear. 

"I'm going to climb the 
follow me." 

"He tapped my arm three 
in sign that he understood, 
ho pushed off to give me free 
for climbing. 

"Twisting my legs around the 
pipe, I took hold high above, and 
partly raised my body. A few efforts 
should bring me to Ihe elbow, where 
the tube turned at riijhl angles and 
ran in liorizmitally towaid Ihe pump. 
But the iron was oily, and had, he- 
sides, that greasiness which hema- 
tite imparts to everything round it. 
I was just clear of the water when 
back I splashed. 

"Again I tiled; and again and 
again. I was like a frog in the well 
that slipped back two steps for 
every three he took. Only I was 
doing worse than he, for I was 
making no gain whatever. 

" In that pitchy little pocket a 
tenth of a mile under the tree roots, 
with the engine-room so far off that 
our loudest shout was as helpless as 
the faintest whisper to reach Feruu 
son, we were absolutely dependent 
upon ourselves. 

"Might not. the walls afford some 
lough pla^e up which we could 
climb ? Charlej' started paddling 
rouml the right and I to left, paw- 
ing at the hard ore. But the miners 
liad done their work too well; the 
sides were smooth. We passed 
each other, and met again at the 
pipe, disappointed and discouraged. 

" But it wouldn't do to give up. 
Tlie pipe was too slippery to sup 
poit my entire weialit ; but perhaps 
I could climb hy holding on to it 
with my hands and bracing my feet 
against Ihe wall, only eighteen 
inches off. At any rate, it was 
worth trying. 

About two feet above the water 
my finger found a slight ledge. 
Grasping the pipe firmly with both 
hands, I rested my right boot heel 
on this little shelf. It was not inoie 
than an half inch wide, hut I hoped 
to keep my foot pressed hard 
enough against the rock to hold my 
self up. Bracing away, I took a 
hiirher hold. My entire body, rose, 
dripping. I shifted my grasp; off 
slipped my heel aud liack I dropped. 

" Four limes, I tried, aud failed. 

My soaked boots were so slippery 

, J that I could not get a firm purchase 

" Could I do better barefooted? 

" It was a hard job to get those 
hoots off. They stuck as if they 
were glued. Charley helped, as 
with both hands I tugged and 
wrestled, part of the time under 
water. At last strangling and ex- 
hausted, I kicked myself free. 

" By this time wo knew what a 
tight place we were in. If we didn't 
get out pretty stKvn; we should 
drown like rats. And safety was 
only three yaitla away! It was 
maddening! Setting my teeth, I 
stuck the tips of my bare toes on 
the ledge, and lifted niy,self once. 

" It was a bitter climb, hard and 
deadly slow. The pipe .seemed a 
hundred feet high. Just as my 
fingers touched the elbows, off 
slipped my feet and down I slid. 
It was a terrible disappointment. 
I hadn't the strength to try it 
again. 

"Numbness was creeping over 
me. 1 felt that we had exhausted 
every resource. But it seemed 
ridiculous for two-able-bodied men 
to drown in a bole like that. I 
have seen tough steamboat ing on 
Ihe lakes, and here I was in deadly 
peril from a few hogsheails of water. 

" As I huug there in gloom, feel- 
ing pretty blue, Charley clawed my 



irrow anxious. Something mast 
have happened to him. What if he 
never came np. I should go stark 
mad alone in that Idackness. 

"Suddenly I heard the low barst- 
ing of air-hubbies.

A Bent ttaeColoriidoC«MveBtloB. 

Mr Editor : — The writer has no 
great inclinatitm to keep up a per- 
petual wrangle of what did and did 
nut take place at Colorado Springs, 
but he thinks exception should be 
taken to some of the statements in 
regard to " packed house" at the late 
convention, made by Mr, P. L. 
Axling in a recent issue of the 
Journal. Very prol)ably the 
charge that the federation plan was 
railroaded through l)y this means Is 
aiine<l at Veditz, but from the very 
tenor of the statement, il might w(dl 
be taken t>y some to reflect upon 
the whole proceedings of the con- 
vention and question the fairness of 
the crowd on Vedilz's side. 

How this 3onclnsion is arrived at 
the writer fails to see except thnt 
some cute friend, with a Sherlock 
Holmes instinct, Itefore the votinu 
on any important question was fair- 
ly uniler way, sinelled a " packed 
house," Amid all the excitement 
confusion of the very first vote, this 
Sherlock Holmes discovered a bevy 
of " pretty young creatures," voting 
on Veditz's side. 

Therefore, the fine deduction that 
the house was packed I 

The writer is as much opposd to 
fodeiation as Mr. Axling. The 
Seattle supporters of Veditz were 
probably taken into his confidence 
as fully as any one, yet not once 
did the ex-president of the associa- 
tion try to gain his <Mid by. any 
other means than an open fight 
itefore tho convention 

Very |)iobably Mr, Axling is right 
in resi»ect to a bevy of girls voting 
on tiie Veditz side by following a 
leader. It is not at all surprising. 
A very large numl>er of those 
present had no very clear under- 
standing of what was at issue, and 
simply voted by following some 
friends' lead on every question. 

It was noticeable the friends of 
the lyOng-IIoward-Spear faction 
drifted to one side of the hall and 
the votinu there was a solid unit on 
question after question, yet no one 
has charged they were packed for 
the purpose. 

Mr, Axling tries to lay consider- 
able Htr"ss on the fact that wlien it 
came to voting l»y the secret ballot 
the true sentiment of the delegates 
was shown. A careful analysis of 
tbe argument he raises will show 
that the voting for Mr. Hanson was 
representative of the country at 
large, and the vote for Mr, Louk 
might be termed "packed" thougli 
of course not intentionally so. 
There were said to be upward of 46 
from Iowa at the convention, and 
more than that from South Dakota, 
Minnesota, Missouri and Nebraska, 
which comprised nearly the whole 
of Mr. Long's vote. Mr. Hanson'h 
vote came from all over the United 
States, while Long's was locally 
from the district mentioned. Now, 
really, in whose interest was the 
"packed" vote and the representa 
live vote? . As with other questions 
hefore the house, these followers of 
Long did not stop to reasriii why, 
but stampeded toward him because 
he was Iretter known to them. 

It again shows the power of t'he 
local vote, or tho vote writhin a ra- 
dius of a few hundred miles of the 
convention city, which has so often 
been complained of as not being re- 
presentative of the country. 

This will now be remedied to 
some extent by the proxy vote 
amendment to the constitution of 
the N. A, D,, provided of course tho 
ineinbers keep up their <1u<>h. Some 
tiiree hundred proxy votes, leprcsen- 
tative of the country at large, will 
have to be reckoned with by any 
local combine that may l>e formed 
at the next convention.

To the Trustees or Directors ■ of the 
Schools for the Deaf in the United 
States and Canada ; 

OfTicial statistics for 1910 show, 
there are 62 Public or State, 64 
Public Day and 19 Denominational 
or Private Schools for the Deaf in 
the United States; there were enroll- 
ed in these schools 13,540 children; 
there were employed 1,673 in.struc- 
tors; the l)uildings and grounds of 
the 62 Public or State Schools 
(figures as to building and annual 
expenditures are not available for 
the Day and Private Schools) were 
valued at $5,743,918; there was ex- 
pended on buildings and grounds in 
the shape of additions and repairs 
$512,918 and for .support $2,959873. 
In Canada there are 7 I'ul)lic or 
State Schools. They enrolled 885 
children and employed 151 in.struc- 
tors. Their buildings and grounds 
were valued at $857 ,500. No figures 
are given for annual expenditures. 

The totals then, as far as given, 
are as follows, viz: schools 152; 
children enrolled 14,425 ; instructors 
employed 1,822 ; value of buildings 
and grounds $6,601, to4 ; expended 
on buildings and grounds $512,918 
and for support $2,959,372. 

These children receive a course on 
instruction equal to that given in 
our public schools and were given 
indu.strial training in 70 different 
occupations or trades. 

These instructors meet, in conven- 
tion, triennially lo plan for, and to 
perfect, the best methods and sys- 
tems of teaching and training these 
children. 

You are entitled to honorary 
inetuixirship in this Convention. 
As your houorable bodies are charged 
with the investing and expending 
of these large sums of money, and 
as you are responsible for the 
character and conduct of those em- 
ployed to instruct and train these 
children, the Convention feels that 
you ought to be represented at each 
meeting by one or more of your own 
members, 

I beg to call you attention to the 
following resolutions, adopted at the 
la.st meeting of the Convention, 
which will indicate to you the im- 
portance attached to the meetings of 
this Convention by these instructors, 
viz: — 

WhrrKAS, The salaries of Superinten- 
dents and leacher* of the deaf are so 
meager in (•(iiiiparison with tlie coinpeiisa- 
lion paid men and women in otlier impor- 
tant tjuslness enterprlae* ; therefore, 

Resolved, That the ('-.".-..lion call on 
the autborilie* of the ^r the deaf 

in the various Slates to ',, , ue, out of 
any available fund* for support, a HutTicient 
amount to send a representntive delej^a- 
tion, compo»c<l of a trustee, sui>eiiiileu- 
dent and literary and inilustrial instructor, 
to each meeting of this Convention. 

Resolved, That such an expenditure will 
brinff to the deaf children the very best 
poaamle return that could be desired. 

Resolved, Further, That the superinteu- 
dents are requested to present copies of 
these resolutions to ttic Guveriiors of 
their States and to tbe tKiards of trustees 
of their scliools. 

Allow me to remind you that suc- 
cessful business corporations, with- 
out ex|)ection, hold conferences or 
conventions, at frequent iutervals 
to consider the various phases of 
their business and tliat the expenses 
of their representatives are paid by 
the Corporations. Why not? They 
go in the interest of the Corporations. 
Surely the instructor of the deaf does 
not go to the Convention for his per- 
sonal profit but in the interest of the 
children of the State. Then take 
into consideratiou the distance he 
has to go. Remember these em- 
ployes arc not paid as literally as the 
average business man. As the 
representative of this great concourse 
of children and this large number 
of faithful, competent and efTicient 
instructors, let me urge upon you to 
prepare the way for them to attend 
these meetings and to lend your 
presence, that they may feel that 
they have your sympathy and 
support,

An epidemic of measles is creat- 
ing consideralde anxiety among Ihe 
two hun<Ired and |lwerity pupils at 
the Edge wood School for Ihe Deaf, 
there being forty-eight cases report- 
ed. Supt. W. N. Burt said that 
although the cases were all well ad- 
vartced, none wasconsidered serioirs. 
Each morning the pupils are under 
strict examination, and if found 
with the symptoms, is sent at ouce 
to the hospital. 

One pupil, who had spent the 
holidays at home, w.is found to be 
ill a short time after his return to 
school. Tho exact nature of his 
illness was not learned until other 
pupils had contraoled the illness. 
Supt. Burt hopes to have the 
epidemic eliminated by the eud of 
this week. 

Many friends of Mrs. G. M. Tee- 
garden are very sorry to learn of a 
serious accident to her, which re 
suited in a broken Iwine just above 
her ankle from a fall. She is feeling 
better now after the accident. 

The deaf-mutes of PiltsbuiKh and 
vicinity are going to try to stop the 
practice of impostor's, who tfo alroui 
under Ihe girise of being deaf and 
dirmlt. Recently a man was ar- 
rested in the North Side while beg- 
(tirig on the plea that he was deaf 
an<i dumi). At the police station 
he admitted he was faker, aud was 
sent to the workhouse for twenty 
days. 

Examples of this kind have 
ar'ouscd the ire of self respect inu 
<leaf mules. One of them, James E 
Forbes, of Durango Street, Brush- 
ton, said yesterday that the practices 
ol pretending l>evgars leave an 
unfavorable impression ot the deaf 
aminig the people. Mr. Forbes is- 
sued this statement: 

" There may t»e professional beg- 
gers who are really <leaf, though we 
do not know of a single one in Penn- 
sylvania. The fact of deafness is 
no excuse for Iregging. At every 
state school for the deaf in America 
tra<les ate taught by which the deaf 
can support themselves after scliiwd, 
and as a laine per cent as of those 
who hear do so. When they finish 
school they have, thairks to Ihe 
trides teaching department, little 
difllcully iu securing positions and 
they settle down Into quiet, useful 
citizens. 

"There Is no reason why any deaf 
persoir, who is otherwise normal, 
st ould be driven to lueudlcancy. 



There is every reason for believing 
tlmt very few such persons resort to 
begging. The public is disposed to be 
over-lenient iu such cases. Chari- 
tably inclined persons generally will 
give to the begijar the benefit of the 
doubt. About nine times out of ten 
the beggar is a faker who prefers 
making a living as a ' beat ' to 
settling down to an honest occupa- 
tion." 

A friend informed the writer that 
Miss Mary Conway, a domestic at 
the home of Mrs. W. H. LoMry, at 
Lakewood, N. Y., was killed by a 
car of the Chautauqua Traction 
Cornpnay's line in that town, Tues- 
day evening a week ago. She step- 
ped ilii-ectly in front of the baggage 
car at Bently Avenue. The car 
could not be stopped liefore it 
struck her, and she was thrown in 
a heap by the roadside. 

It is not known that she was 
dead at the time, and the indica- 
tions are the death was not instan- 
taneous, but the people, who quick- 
ly gal iHued at Ihe scene, did not 
raise a finger to help her, believing 
that it was a violation of the law to 
move a bo<ly until it had been 
viewed liy the eoi'oner. For this 
reason the body was not louclie<i 
until the arrival of the coroner two 
hours later, and the coroner and 
marry friends, who learned of the 
occur ertce became highly indignant 
Hi the failure of the Lakewood 
people to do something for tire un- 
forlunato woman, instead of leaving' 
her lying in tlie read. This silly 
superstition nbout the ruoving of a 
dead liody seemes lo have gained a 
sirong hold on the people, in spite 
of the efforts of tlie Coroner and 
the newspapers to teach the public 
that il is Ihei duty of every person 
lo give whatever aid he can in case 
of accident. 

Miss Mary Co.iway was formerly 
a pupil al the Eilgewuod School for 
lire Deaf, for some years alter she 
iiad attended Ihe Columlius, O., 
Institution for the Deaf, from where 
she came lo Pittsburg. 

Michael Kornblum, in attempting 
to cross the street at the corner of 
Liberty Avenue and 6lh Street, was 
suddenly stritok by an express 
wagon, }-esterday afternoon. His 
face got badly bruised, an<l the bone 
of his jaw is broken. He is at the 
Homeopathetic hospital and is get- 
ting along coraforlal)ly, but he will 
have lo keep quiet for a long time. 
Many friends are sorry to know of 
the misfortune and hope that he 
will be out before long.

However, the 
reason is not alone, because she is 
Mr. Wells' daughter, but alo be- 
cause she has greatly endeared her 
self to the deaf-mules by her flue 
womanly qualities of heart ami 
mind. It is quite true that the 
deaf mutes responded heartily and 
generously to lire suijgestion of a 
memorial to Mr Wells. Ho was a 
faithful and helpful leader of the 
Mission in his time and the mem 
bers cherish Ids memory with grati- 
tude, but there were other faithful 
leaders whom Ihe members of the 
Mission gladly and Kcuerously re- 
membored also with memorial.s. 
AiMive the altar in Grace Chap,<l is 
a large cross and two handsome 
flower vases of burnished brass 
contributed by the nierni>ers of ihe 
.Mission in memory of Samuel A. 
Adams (1859-1891), ihe firs; L;ry- 
readerofthe Mission, and for tha' 
matter the first in the world. On 
Ihe beaut ifut brass leciern of the 
.Mission is a magnificent Bible in 
memory of Henry J. Qjll, a former 
Treasurer. This Bilde was given 
by his widow and children, it is 
true, but, had the suggestion been 
made, the members would gla<lly 
tiave given it, and Ihey will gladly 
uive memorials to orhers also. 
The Mission ii iu posse'^sion of a 
nu'nber of church furnishinsfs, 
such as dossals, desk, lectern, 
chancel, hangings, cases, allar 
Itooks, altar linens, etc , etc , all 
of which miuht well be considered 
as memorials. There has been 
some talk of late concerning a pul- 
pit, which would cost afewliundred 
dollars, as a memorial to Rev 
Thomas Gallaudet, who started the 
Mission on February 15th, 1859, 
and if any serious start were to be 
made to obtain it, there would be 
just as much spontaneity and glad- 
ness on the part of the members as 
characterized the response to the 
suggestion of the Wells Memorial 
And some day perhaps the deat of 
Baltimore will have an Episcopal 
Church of tireir own which will t>e 
a comprehensive luemorial to Gal- 
laudet and Adams, Syle, Turner. 
Wells, Ij^ims, Tuck, Covell, Gill 
and others, who were builders in 
their time and who deserve the grati- 
tude and homage of the present 
generation.

J '^<§'posed to create a memorial 
to tht, , ?Te Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Chureh for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, jost west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the church ediUceand be a center 
of religious ani social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during bis lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the oh arch 
with which his nau^e has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested aa a 
most titting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church ia used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
tive feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of (he 
deaf-mutes of New York. Th» 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous mouuroent 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
